Precautions Wh ch Must be Taken by 
Wheat Ruisers if They Want stand- 
ing in the Market. 


Wheat raisers will make money and 
save themselves a great deal of trouble 
in selling their crops, if they will see 
to it that their grain is properly 
cléaned before offering it for sale, or 
having it made into flour. Hereto- 
fore the farmers in Nevada have been 
too careless in the matter of keeping 
their wheat free from stones and 
gravel. It is probably a well-known 
fact that gravel stones, when grained 
with wheat, have avery damaging ef- 
fect on the fluur, but few are aware 
that it is im̃possible for the miller to 
separate gravel from wheat 
where the stones are the same 
sizo or smaller ‘than the grains. 
But the greatest objection to 
wheat with gravel stones in it, is the 
effect it has on the millstones, as it 
destroys the face of the burrs and en- 
tails endless trouble and pense in 
keeping them in order, The owners 
of Lake Miils in this place, assure us 
that wheat with gravel mixed will 
have no standing in the market for 
miliing purposes, so we think we are 
doing our farmers a favor by calling 
their attention to the matter before 
going to harvesting and threshing 
their wheat.
